Congressional Leaders Hail Ike’s New Slashes In Budget 


WASHINGTON I* — Congres­ 
sional leaders 
today 
hailed 
a 
new, downward curving Eisen­ 
hower administration budget as 
a step toward lower taxes and a 
clincher against raising the fed­ 
eral debt limit now. 
The new budget scaled down 
by $2 billion the estimates of just 
a few 
months 
ago on federal 
spending, the deficit and the na­ 
tional debt for this fiscal year, 
ending next June 30. 
Secretary of the T r e a s u r y 
Humphrey, pleased 
as 
punch, 
said the picture is now brighter 


than the administration’s ‘‘best 
expectations.” We have definite­ 
ly turned the corner,” he told a 
news conference yesterday. He 
said: 
1. Barring unexpected changes 
in the picture, it will not be nec­ 
essary to call Congress back into 
special session to raise the fed­ 
eral debt ceiling. That question 
was left up in the air when the- 
lawmakers recessed four weeks 
ago. 
2. The administration will pro­ 
pose a balanced budget for the 
next fiscal year. 


3. 
Chances have lessened that 
further increases in total reve­ 
nue will be proposed to reach 
that prime goal of the adminis­ 
tration. But officials are consid­ 
ering all sorts of tax changes, in­ 
cluding a national sales tax. 
The new 
budget showed the 
peak has passed in spending by 
the military forces. This year’s 
cash outlays were listed at $41.7 
billion or two billion under last 
year’s rate. But foreign aid and 
atomic 
energy 
spending 
will 


reach a new crest this year, with 
substantial reductions scheduled 
next year. 
The figures, revamped in the 
light of congressional appropria­ 
tions, the end of the Korean War 
and new administrative surveys: 
Total government spending of 
$72.1 billion this year; receipts 
of $68.3 billion, leaving a deficit 
of $3.8 billion and a national debt 
at the end of the year of $271.1 
billion. The legal debt limit 
is 
$275 billion. 


Those figures compare with a 
May 
estimate by 
Eisenhower 
that spending would pass $74 bil­ 
lion and the deficit would pass 
S51.- billion, and a July forecast 
that the debt would wind up $2 
billion higher. 
The budget was $6'i billion be­ 
low the spending estimate outlin­ 
ed by former President Truman 
in his final budget message to 
Congress last January. It was 
$2*2 billion below actual spending 
in the year ended last June 30.

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Inflation Gets 
Blame For Rise 
In Living Cost 


Boosts Here And There 
Said Delayed Actions 
Of Bad Days In Past

NEW YORK (A*)—Like a delayed- 
action bomb inflation keeps push­ 
ing the cost of living higher here 
|^* rid there. 
When the battle to save the pay­ 
check from erosion appears won 
on one front, a little rise in the cost 
of something else confronts the 
keeper of the family budget. 
Secretary of the Treasury H um ­ 
phrey says inflation has been halt­ 
ed by the administration’s hard 
money policy, despite the fact the 
cost of living index has just hit a 
§ c w record high after rising for 
the last five months. 
But if s the delayed action of the 
bomb planted in the days when 
inflation was very real that keeps 
tearing new holes in today’s pay­ 
check. 
Rents go up here and there. For 
a longtime they were braked by 
law.

Prices of most commodities and 
raw materials are below their in­ 
flation peaks.

T h e T ita n ic May A nsw er 
Ghostly Last Curtain Call

NEW YORK—One of the great­ 
est salvage operations may be in 
the making as a British salvage 
vessel, the Help, hovers over the 
site where at 2:20 on the morning 
of April 15, 1912, the 48,000-ton 
White Star liner Titanic, on her 
maiden voyage, lifted her propel­ 
lers high in the air and slid to a 
watery grave in the worst peace­ 
time sea disaster. 
Secrecy shrouds the operation, 
and the British Admiralty refuses 
any details, although it acknowl­ 
edges that the salvors, who are 
rated among the most expert in 
Britain, are in the area with its 
knowledge and approval. 
The huge vessel rests on the bot­ 
tom off the banks of Newfound­ 
land, 360 miles south-southeast of 
Cape Race, a gigantic steel coffin 
for the 1,503 wrho perished, includ­ 
ing some of the world’s leading 
citizens of the time. Seven hun­ 
dred and three survived. 
The gaping wound suffered by 
the Titanic as it plowed at nearly 
lull speed into the submerged ice 
shelf of a huge iceberg will be a 
factor in any attempted salvaging. 
It is believed to be a gash IOO feet 
long in the plate of the “unsink­ 
able” hull. 
The exact depth has not been 
determined, either. It is rare that 
ships deeper than 300 feet can be 
reclaimed. The angle of her rest 
also will be important, but the fact 
that the ship has been submerged 
for 41 years is not itself a deter­ 
rent, because many older vessels 
have been raised. It complicates 
things, though.

PRESENCE of the Help was re­ 
vealed by its setting off heavy ex­ 
plosives. This may indicate sound­ 
ings, and undoubtedly divers now 
are exploring the mass of the hulk. 
They even may have penetrated 
into the once-luxurious interior and 
seen to wrhat degree the vessel 
has

Incentives

Essays, dated 1598* which H a rry ' 
Elkins Widener w*as bringing to 
the Harvard university library, but 
they long since have disintegrated. 
The mass of steel would be w'orth 
salvaging if it is accessible enough. 
Modern salvage vessels, like the 
Help, are marvels of self-contained 
efficiency. Equipped to stay at sea 
for many months and take a te r - 1 
rifle pounding, they have powerful I 
pumps to expel w ater and inject 
air. 
S t a n d a r d techniques include 
passing 
great 
nine-inch 
cables 
under lite hull and attaching them 
to lighters or buoys on the sur­ 


face. The ship then is towed by 
stages toward shore as the tide 
assists. 
Or divers seal the mortal wound 
in the hull, as well as all other 
openings, including those of the 
big funnels, and air is pumped in 
until the vessel comes to the sur­ 
face of its own accord. 
Given half a chance, modern 
salvors will tackle anything. New 
York provided an audience of thou­ 
sands, several years ago, who saw 
the gigantic Normandie, gutted by 
fire at her dock, righted and raised, 
and towed off to be cut apart for 
scrap.

AT PRESENT hundreds of ship 
casualties of World W ar II are be­ 
ing raised and scrapped. Age means 
nothing if the hulk holds together, 
and an operation now is under way 
to raise a Greco-Roman cargo ship 
sunk in the third century before 
Christ in the Mediterranean off 
Marseilles. 
It seems certain, however, that 
the Titanic never will sail again, 
her 
brief 
career 
having 
been 
snapped with less than a full cross­ 
ing of the Atlantic, of which she 
was to be queen. But she may 
make a ghostly, final curtain call.

NEW BUILDING LOOK 
ARCHITECTURALLY, the United States 
has been in a new era since World War II. 
Modified ranch houses have invaded east- j 
em cities. The split-level house is going up 
in multiples in many communities. Newly 
built churches surprise the beholder by 
their radical departure from conventional 
designs. Change is in the air. With that fact I 
nobody could be more delighted than Frank 
Lloyd Wright. 
But at 84, the white-maned designer of 
671 structures in protest against the idea 
that what has been must continue to be in 
building is having a little official difficulty, 
doubtless soon to be ironed out, with ref­ 
erence to the first of his structures to be 
erected in New York City. This is the $2 
million Solomon R. Guggenheim Museum 
on a block-long site in Fifth Avenue be­ 
tween 88th and 89th streets. It is a house 
the works now in the Museum of Nonob­ 
jective Art, operated by the Guggenheim 
Foundation. 
The world through the ages has never 
seen anything like this. It will be a circular 
concrete building 75 feet high with glass 
done, IOO feet in diameter at the bottom 
and 124 feet at the top. Elevators will whisk 
visitors to the top, whence they will pro­ 
ceed an actual three-quarters of a m i l e 
along a coiling ramp with almost imper­ 
ceptible decline, observing statues, paint­ 
ings and other art objects as they go. 
Wright, as a believer that the time had 
come for building innovations, was l o n g 
jeered at by many in his profession, who 
have since become converts. His fame has 
inspired many architects to become inno­ 
vators on their own. 
One's first impression of the Guggen­ 
heim Museum must be one of weirdness. 
But it is safe to say the American city of 
the future, as concerns new building areas 
and replacements, will differ vastly f r o m 
that of today. And to this Wright will have 
been an important contributor. 


WEST GERMAN ELECTION 
IN THE MIDST of many expressed fears 
that Konrad Adenauer will lose the West 
German elections of Sept. 6, it is good to 
know that experienced observers on the 
scene do not think so. They point to several 
factors which they regard as favorable to 
the West. 
West Germany is relatively prosperous 
and has a favorable trade balance. T h e 
West Germans are proud of the fact that 
they are being taken into the counsels of 
the West, mainly upon American insis­ 
tence. 
The numerous splinter parties are gravi­ 
tating into two camps—the center, led by 
Adenauer, and the radical left, led by Erich 


The term, civil rights, has to do with the 
Constitution of the United States. This doc­ 
ument guarantees to every person living 
in this land specific inalienable rights. 
Had the first IO amendments to the Con­ 
stitution not been adopted, it is very doubt­ 
ful that that document could have been rati­ 
fied by the 13 sovereign states which then 
formed the more perfect union. 
It is the Federal Constitution which gaur- 
antees these rights, not state laws or mu­ 
nicipal ordinances. Therefore, it is, by the 
organic law of our land, a normal function 
of our Federal Government to prevent any 
person or group of persons, any state or 
municipality from invading these rights. 
The 14th and 15th Amendments were add­ 
ed to the Constitution to strengthen those 
provisions of it. 
It was never intended that all the imag­ 
inable rights of the individual should be 
guaranteed by the Constitution. What we 
have are a limited number of specific pro­ 
tections which are so worded as to leave 
little doubt as to what they originally 
meant, although as the country grew larg­ 
er and life more complicated, even those 
simple statements of truth have caused 
controversies. 
The law provides that in a narrow', limit­ 
ed field, the FBI has jurisdiction over some 
civil rights—not, as in the totalitarian coun­ 
tries, to protect the government, but in the 
distinctively American concept of protect­ 
ing the individual. 
This jurisdiction is specified in Sections 
241 and 242, Title 1&, United States Code, 
(supplement 1951), and in a few other sec­ 
tions. The FBI jurisdiction, in the words of 
J. Edgar Hoover, runs as follows: 
“Two or more persons conspiring to in­ 
jure, oppress, threaten or intimidate any 
citizen in the free exercise or enjoyment of 
any right or privilege secured to him by 
the Constitution or laws of the U n i t e d 
States, or because of his having exercised 
the same; or 
“Two or more persons going in disguise 
on the highway, or on the premises of an­ 
other, with intent to prevent or hinder his 
free exercise or enjoyment of any right or 
privilege so secured.” 
These clauses involve generally involun­ 
tary servitude, slavery and election law vi­ 
olations. Further, Hoover defines the FBI’s 
function as applying to: 
“A person acting under color of any law, 
statute, ordinance, r e g u la t e or custom, 
wilfully deprived, or caused to be deprived 
from any inhabitant rights, privileges or 
immunities secured or protected by t h e 
Constitution or laws of the United States; 
or 
“A person acting under color of any law, 
statute, ordinance, 
regulation or custom 
willfully subjected, or caused to be subject­ 
ed, any inhabitant to different punishment, 
pains or penalties than prescribed for the 
punishment of citizens, on account*of such 
inhabitant being an alien, or by reason of 
his color or race.”

The 
tem perature recorded a t this time 
is known as the basal tem pera­ 
ture. As the d ay’s activities in ­ 
crease and one resum es his activ­ 
ities, it rises and rem ains elevated 
during the waking hours. 
Mental and physical exertion. 
eating, exercise, or a n unusual 
experience will cause a rise in the 
tem perature. It has been found 
th a t th e basal tem p eratu re of a 
healthy woman during a typical 
m onth shows a very c h aracteris­ 
tic pattern. It is a t its lowest level 
during the days she m enstruates 
an d reaches its lowest point at 
the end of the period. 
W hen the egg leaves the ovary, 
the tem perature rises and re­ 
m ains elevated during the th ir­ 
teen or fourteen days th a t elapse 
(Coprri*ht, 1963. King F 


before the next m enstrual pe­ 
riod. About tw enty-four hours be­ 
fore the next period, the tem per­ 
ature begins to decline. It is be­ 
lieved th a t certain horm ones are 
responsible for this typical rise 
and fall of the tem perature d u r­ 
ing the m enstrual cycle. 
At th e time when the egg is 
given off. there may be a sudden 
rise in tem perature above the 
norm al value, lasting for a period 
of about thirty-six hours. It is be­ 
lieved th a t th e transition of the 
tem perature from its low level, 
before the egg Is given off, to th e 
higher level, after the egg is giv­ 
en off, is indicative of the tim e 
when a woman is most fertile. 
This period usually extends for 
two or even three days. 
Though science has done n o th ­ 
ing in this case, except determ ine 
a w om an’s most fertile period, it 
has by this one deed alone helped 
m any couples, who had despaired 
of ever having children, to be­ 
come happy parents.

Warden Alvis said at the pres­ 
ent time there are 4,750 confined 
In the penitentiary, which w a s 
built to accommodate only 2,500 
persons. 


The “ P e n ’’ was built in 1831, re­ 
modeled in 1877 and 3878 and. since 
that time, nothing has been done to 
the main buildings except m odern­ 
izing 
th l 
plumbing 
system 
and 
electric wiring. The Ohio Peniten­ 
tiary is the second largest penal 
institution in the United States, the 
largest being at Jackson, M i c h , 
which was constructed to hold 6,500 
prisoners. 
^ 
Since the Penitentiary was open- 
cd in 
1831, 
app] 
' ly 95.000 
prisoners have been confined with­ 
in the walls of the institution. When 
a prisoner is received at the peni­ 
tentiary, he is first given a n u m ­ 
ber, reeceives his uniform and 
is 
placed in quarantine for a period 
of 12 days.

DURING THIS period, he is giv­ 
en a complete physical 
examina- 
^ tion and passes through the orienta­ 
tion program

Circleville, in ratio to its size, is 
sharing in the nationwide story of j 
more jobs and higher income, ac­ 
cording to Wes Edstrom, president 
of the city Chamber of Com m erce.
